Dear General Carter 

The third annual Seminar for Reserve Intelligence Officers 
assigned to USAF Headquarters will be conducted on 5 October 
1962, in room 4C-1052, The Pentagon. The purpose of this 
series of conferences is to keep our Reservists abreast of 
the latest developments in the Intelligence profession and 
thus promote a high state of readiness of our Reserve Forces. 

We believe the 1961 Seminar very successfully met this objective 
(see the attached program for the 1961 Seminar). 

This year, emphasis is being placed upon changes in the National 
Intelligence Structure and the role each key component plays in 
that Structure. In carrying out this project, we plan to bring 
in experts from various Intelligence organizations of the 
Federal Government to brief our Reserve Group. All officers 
attending this year’s Seminar will be cleared for access to 
TOP SECRET information. Approximately 80 to 90 Reservists, 
ranking from first lieutenant to brigadier general are expected 
to be in attendance, with the bulk of the Group represented by 
field grades. 

The program we envisage would be seriously deficient without a 
briefing on the scope of National Intelligence and the role of 
CIA. To this end, Colonel Aldo Raffa, a representative of our 
Reserve Training Group, has made informal contact with 
Mr. Ray S. Cline, and with the office of Mr. Lyman B. Kirkpatrick, 
concerning their availability to speak before our Reserve Group. 

The former indicated his willingness to speak before our Group- 2 

the latter. Colonel Raffa was unable to contact at the time. 

In any event, we would greatly appreciate it if you would 
designate two qualified speakers, preferably the two experts 
recommended by Colonel Raffa, to address our Seminar at the 
time indicated on the attached tentative schedule for the 196 
session (Atch 2) .
